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On 8 June 1954,four Soviet vessels were observed at N 45-40, E 131-30,between
Sakhalin Island and Siberia. The vessels, which were heading north,were
estimated to be 8,000, 5,000, 4,000, and 3,000 tons,respectively. They were
carrying passengers and were believed to be troop transports.
